ANNUAL  REPORT 


of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1951. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  report  for  the  year  1951. 

Dr.  B.  N.  Eedy,  my  predecessor  resigned  his  appointment  on 
3rd  December,  1951,  and  entered  general  practice.  The  Deputy 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Dr.  N.  Wilson)  assumed  the  duties  of 
the  office  until  the  end  of  the  year. 

Mr.  M.  Wombell  assumed  the  office  of  Sanitary  Inspector  in 
your  district  on  1st  November,  1951,  on  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
W.  G.  Davies,  who  took  up  an  appointment  with  Newtown  Urban 
District  Council. 

There  has  been  a  slight  and  almost  insignificant  decrease  in 
the  total  population  and  in  the  total  number  of  births.  Although 
the  number  of  deaths  has  exceeded  those  in  the  year  1950  by  eleven 
it  shows  a  continuation  of  a  very  gradual  increase  in  the  figures 
over  the  past  two  years.  However,  these  figures  are  so  small  that 
no  conclusion  can  be  drawn  from  them. 

Birth  Rate. 

The  reduction  in  the  birth  rate  is  not  significant  but  it  is 
gratifying  to  see  the  great  reduction  bv  half  in  the  number  of 
still  births,  two  compared  with  five  last  year,  giving  a  still  birth 
rate  of  10.31  per  1,000  total  births  compared  with  a  rate  of  24.39 
in  1950.  It  should  be  noted  too  that  the  still  birth  rate  per  1,000 
of  the  population  (0.18)  is  half  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
(0.36). 
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Deaths. 

The  largest  single  cause  of  death  is  cancer.  There  were  20 
deaths  during  the  year  attributed  to  cancer  and  this  number  is 
greater  by  6  than  that  in  1950.  Here  again  there  has  been  an 
upward  trend  over  the  past  three  years  but  the  actual  numbers 
are  too  small  for  definite  deductions  to  be  made.  Such  a  trend 
is  to  be  expected  ;  it  is  occurring  throughout  the  country  as  a 
whole  and  is  related  to,  and  an  accompaniant  of,  an  ageing 
population.  The  different  types  of  conditions  which  come  under 
the  heading  of  cancer  do  not  show  any  particular  selection  which 
could  be  classed  as  peculiar  to  this  district. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  over  the  past  nine  years  has  shown 
very  considerable  fluctuation  and  has  not  shown  the  steady  decline 
of  the  rates  of  the  country  as  a  whole.  However,  for  this  year 
the  figure  is  little  higher  (30.93)  than  the  national  rate  (29  for 
England  and  Wales). 

The  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate  are  both  a  little  greater  than 
the  general  rate  for  the  country. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  1951. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  in  the  area  during 
the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

There  were  87  cases  of  measles  notified  during  the  year  com¬ 
pared  with  88  cases  in  1950.  It  will  be  seen  that  measles  heads 
the  list  of  notifiable  diseases  by  a  long  way  as  notifications  of 
scarlet  fever  numbered  17.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  setting 
oat  the  occurrence  of  notifiable  diseases  by  age  groups  that  almost 
50%  of  the  cases  of  measles  and  scarlet  fever  occurred  in  the  5  to 
10  year  old  age  group.  This  fact  would  indicate  that  the  infection 
was  picked  up  at  school.  It  happens  too  often  that  children 
arrive  at  school  only  to  be  sent  home  again  because  they  are  not 
well  and  it  therefore  behoves  parents  of  school  children  to  keep  a 
sickly  child  at  home. 
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Of  the  17  cases  of  scarlet  fever  six  were  admitted  to  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  The  present  day  policy  in  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  scarlet  fever  is  that  cases  of  this  disease  should  be  treated 
at  home  where  possible.  The  exceptions  are  overcrowding  in  the 
home  ;  the  presence  of  complications,  the  presence  of  very  young 
children  in  the  home  who  cannot  be  segregated  from  the  patient  ; 
or  where  the  parents  are  unable  to  give  the  care  and  attention 
necessary  for  a  rapid  and  complete  recovery. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  was  not  one  case  of  diphtheria 
in  your  area  during  the  year.  This  is  undoubtedly  the  result  of 
the  campaign  against  diphtheria,  a  campaign  which  must  be  con¬ 
tinued  vigorously.  Such  a  record  must  not  be  allowed  to  give  rise 
to  a  state  of  complacency.  The  only  sure  way  of  defeating  this 
disease  is  by  maintaining  as  near  as  possible  a  100%  state  of  immuni¬ 
sation  amongst  pre-school  and  school  children.  Regular  sessions 
for  the  immunisation  of  all  children  against  diphtheria  are  held  in 
the  welfare  and  school  clinics  in  your  district.  A  proportion  of 
children  are  immunised  by  the  general  practitioner  in  the  area. 


Tuberculosis. 

There  is  little  change  compared  with  last  year  in  the  statistics 
relating  to  the  disease.  The  main  factor  impeding  progress  in  the 
eradication  of  the  disease  is  the  lack  of  adequate  housing 
accommodation.  The  sympathetic  attitude  of  the  Housing  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Council  in  the  priority  given  to  families  smitten 
with  this  disease  is  gratifying  to  those  engaged  in  the  treatment 
of  tuberculous  persons. 

The  report  of  the  survey  carried  out  in  Warsop  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  is  encouraging  but  in  reading  this  report  it  has  to 
be  remembered  that  only  a  little  more  than  10%  of  the  total  popu¬ 
lation  of  the  district  were  included  in  the  survey. 

The  miners  from  Welbeck  Colliery  and  Warsop  Main  Colliery 
did  not  respond  well  as  only  20%  from  the  former  attended  and  11% 
from  the  latter.  This  may  be  accounted  for  partly  by  the  distances 
involved,  but  generally  speaking  the  unit  does  not  get  a  good 
response  from  miners. 

One  case  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (one  female)  was 
discovered  representing  an  incidence  of  0.07%.  The  usual  incidence 
in  a  survey  of  this  type  is  0.1%  to  0.2%  so  that,  in  this  instance, 
the  incidence  was  low.

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Five  cases  of  observation  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  dis¬ 
covered  (one  male  and  four  females).  These  are  definite  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  which,  at  the  time  of  examination,  it  was 
not  possible  to  say  whether  they  were  active  or  not,  but  require 
further  investigation  to  decide  this  point.  The  incidence  was 
0.35%,  which  is  on  the  low  side,  the  usual  incidence  being  about 
0.6%. 

All  these  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  referred  to  a  chest  clinic 
for  investigation,  treatment  and  observation. 

One  case  of  inactive  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  discovered 
and  needed  no  further  action.  In  addition  the  following  were 
detected  :  pulmonary  fibrosis  (2),  pleural  thickening  (1),  chronic 
bronchitis  (1),  essential  hypertension  (1),  mitral  regurgitation  (1). 


Welfare  Amenities — Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Orange  Juice. 

It  is  regrettable  that  despite  the  endeavours  of  the  staff  of 
the  health  department  the  mothers  in  this  area  fail  to  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  these  invaluable  adjuncts  to  the  health  and  welfare  of 
their  infants  and  young  children.  It  is  not  encouraging  that  the 
uptake  of  cod  liver  oil  and  orange  juice  as  a  percentage  of  the 
potential  uptake  in  the  area  is  one  of  the  lowest  in  the  county. 

These  essential  articles  of  young  children's  diet  are  available 
at  the  child  welfare  centres  in  the  district. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  whole  hearted  support. 
The  Sanitar}^  Inspector  and  colleagues  in  other  departments  have 
given  their  unstinted  co-operation.  I  wish  to  mention  the  good 
work  done  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  your  district  and  in  the  clinics 
and  I  wish  to  expressly  thank  the  clerk  of  the  department,  Miss  Clark 
for  her  invaluable  assistance  in  the  compilation  of  the  report.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

In  conjunction  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  I  have 
the  honour  to  present  my  first  annual  report. 

The  period  under  review  has  been  one  without  any  untoward 
incident  in  public  health  matters  and  with  steady  progress  in  the 
sphere  of  environmental  hygiene.  The  increasing  awareness  of 
those  engaged  in  the  manufacture  and  preparation  of  food  for 
cleanliness,  is  reflected  in  the  results  of  samples  taken  and  the 
report  generally. 

During  the  winter  months  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house 
refuse  again  presented  difficulties  as  suitable  labour  was  not  avail¬ 
able  to  replace  those  workmen  who  were  off  ill. 

The  sale  of  wastepaper  salvage  produced  some  gratifying 
results  and  made  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  General  Rate 
Fund  of  your  Council.  A  net  profit  of  £1,471  was  made  on  salvage 
sales.  The  success  of  this  scheme  was  due  to  the  willing  co-operation 
shown  by  householders  and  shopkeepers. 

Although  the  housing  situation  is  still  an  urgent  problem  a 
total  of  68  new  properties  were  built  during  the  year,  compared 
with  42  during  the  previous  year  and  it  is  confidently  expected 
that  a  proportionate  increase  will  be  maintained  during  1952. 
All  houses  built  in  the  post-war  period  are  of  a  traditional  type 
and  have  without  doubt  raised  the  general  standard  of  housing 
in  the  district,  but  the  housing  shortage  has  made  it  impracticable 
to  deal  with  those  houses  which  are  not  of  requisite  standard  and 
incapable  of  repair  at  reasonable  expense. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  active  interest 
and  support  at  all  times  and  to  Dr.  Eedy,  the  late  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  all  other  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and 
co-operation.

Water  Supplies. 

The  supply  continues  to  be  that  obtained  from  the  Meden 
Valley  Waterworks  and  is  constant,  sufficient  and  of  excellent 
quality. 

The  supply  is  taken  from  three  boreholes  sunk  into  the  bunter 
sandstone  beds  at  the  Budby  Pumping  Station.  Nos.  1  and  2 
Bores  are  used  only  as  auxiliary  supplies,  the  main  source  being 
from  No.  3  Bore,  which  is  250  feet  in  depth  and  the  present  rate  of 
pumping  is  2,600,000  gallons  per  day. 

A  slight  increase  in  the  total  hardness  of  the  water  is  shown 
from  the  results  of  the  chemical  analyses. 

Sterilisation  is  achieved  by  chloramination. 

Eleven  chemical  and  twenty  two  bacteriological  samples  were 
taken  from  the  Budby  Station  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  increase  in  the  consumption  of  water  as  a  result  of  the 
building  of  new  houses,  modernisation  of  others  and  conversions 
has  thrown  a  heavy,  and  at  times  almost  insupportable,  burden 
on  the  existing  sewage  works.  However,  every  effort  has  been 
made  to  produce  a  satisfactory  effluent  and  in  spite  of  the  difficulties 
this  has  been  achieved. 
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During  the  year  work  was  commenced  on  the  considerable 
extensions  to  the  sewage  works  and  as  a  result  of  the  good  progress 
made,  the  removal  of  all  difficulties  is  now  well  within  sight.  The 
following  additions  were  commenced  and  in  some  instances  were 
nearing  completion  at  the  years  end. 

(a)  Dividing  Chamber  (4-in.  Flume  to  old  works  and  16-in¬ 
flume  to  new  works). 

(b)  Three  detritus  tanks. 

(c)  Two  vertical  settling  tanks  together  with  dosing  chambers. 

(d)  Four  bacteria  beds  (85-ft.  6-in.  diameter  filled  with 
graded  granite). 

(e)  Two  Humus  tanks. 

(f)  Eighteen  sludge  drying  beds. 

In  connection  with  this  scheme  a  combined  foul  and  surface 
water  sewer  consisting  of  970  yards  of  15-in.  and  530  yards  of 
12-in.  pipe,  was  constructed  in  Burns  Lane  in  order  to  relieve  the 
flow  in  the  existing  sewer  in  Church  Street. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  was  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
using  the  relay  system  of  collection.  Three  vehicles  of  the  low 
loading  type  were  used  on  this  work,  one  of  which  was  kept  as  a 
spare  vehicle  in  case  of  breakdown.  Replacement  of  the  oldest 
of  these  vehicles  became  a  necessity  and  consequently  a  10  cub. 
yard  Karrier  CK3  model,  was  placed  on  order.  Difficulties  were 
experienced  during  the  year  mainly  in  the  winter  period,  owing  to 
sickness  of  staff,  but  every  effort  was  made  to  maintain  a  7-10 
day  turnover. 

All  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Gravel 
Lane,  which  was  maintained  in  good  condition,  and  steps  were 
regularly  taken  to  ensure  freedom  from  rats. 

Protective  clothing  in  the  form  of  two  sets  of  overalls  and 
two  pairs  of  industrial  gloves  are  issued  to  all  employees  each  year. 

Wastepaper  salvage  was  collected  by  the  house  refuse  removal 
lorries,  and  as  a  result  of  the  attractive  prices  being  offered  a 
concentrated  drive  was  made  to  step  up  the  tonnage  collected. 
This  met  with  considerable  success  owing  to  the  willing  co-operation 
of  the  public  and  shopkeepers  and  a  valuable  contribution  was 
made  to  the  general  rate  fund,  whilst  at  the  same  time  helping 
the  national  effort.

All  premises  and  installations  were 
inspected  during  the  year  and  a  number  of  minor  contraventions 
were  remedied. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

During  the  year  125  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  within 
the  district.  These  in  the  main  continued  to  be  satisfactory 
and  8  premises  which  were  found  to  have  defects  or  unsatisfactory 
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conditions,  mostly  of  a  minor  nature,  were  remedied  by  informal 
action.  The  continued  application  of  Byelaws  as  to  handling, 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  and  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air, 
has  resulted  in  maintaining  those  improvements  in  hygiene  of 
premises  and  personnel  reported  last  year.  Particular  attention 
was  paid  to  the  old-fashioned  greengrocery  cart  and  similar  vehicles 
and  improvements  were  effected  and  in  some  instances  these  have 
been  replaced  by  modern  enclosed  shops.

Ice  Cream. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Section  14. 

There  are  23  premises  registered  in  regard  to  ice  cream,  22  of 
these  are  for  storage  and  sale  only  and  the  remaining  1  for  manu¬ 
facture,  storage  and  sale.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggest  that  over  a 
six-monthly  period,  50%  of  a  vendors  samples  should  fall  into 
Grade  I,  80%  into  Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade 
III  and  none  into  Grade  IV.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  therefore  that 
such  a  high  standard  prevailed  in  this  district. 

Food  Preparing  Premises. 

There  were  only  three  premises  in  the  district  manufacturing 
prepared  meats  and  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  14, 
Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1938.  At  one  of  the  premises  extensive  alter¬ 
ation  and  improvements  were  carried  out  and  at  all  premises  a 
high  standard  of  cleanliness  was  maintained. 

Meat. 

All  food  animals  are  slaughtered  at  the  Ministry  of  Food 
Slaughterhouse  at  Mansfield  and  then  allocated  to  the  local  butchers, 
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Routine  inspection  is  made  of  meat  supplies  at  the  local 
distribution  centre  and  in  the  hurdlers’  shops. 

Private  domestic  consumers  slaughtered  91  pigs  during  the 
year  under  licence  from  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  where  practicable 
these  were  inspected  and  advice  given  to  the  owners  but  no  carcases 
were  found  unfit  for  food.

A  cash  captive  bolt  pistol  for  humane  slaughtering  of  animals 
is  available  for  purpose  of  loan  from  the  Health  Department  in 
cases  of  emergency.
